why Canadian business men-do not im 
vest their honey in this laneatry at

While furniture has increased in 
cost in, Canada more,noticeably than 
almost any other jhanufactured pro- 
duct during the past twenty years, It 
{s worth while observing that furni- 
ture in Canada to-day is not as expen- 
sive as in the United States,-nor bas 
it increased in cost during recent 
years as rapidly as in the latier coun: 
try. 

The average index price* for furnt 
ture in 1890 as set by the Depart- 
ment of Labor ‘was 97.4 and in, 1909 
had increased to 127.6, a gain. of 30.2. 
The average price of bedroom Sets in 
the United” States in'the same period 
changed from an index number of 113 
to 145; bedroom chairs from 109.8 to 


188.6. This latter item showed in the 
United States a decided increase last 
years from 124.7 {n January to 145.5 
in December. ‘Taking house furnish- 
Ing goods a3 a whole in the United 
Btates, there wos a decrease of only 
0.1. per cent. in price, six of the four 
teen articles noted by the department 
having decreased and ‘five increased.
